Application has been made by 
the Alberta government, to the 
Dominion, for the establishment 
of community pastures and irri- 
gation dams within the drought 
area, the construction of which 
would involve an expenditure of 
more than $200,000, it was an- 
nounced on Wednesday by O. 8. 
Longman, chairman of the pro- 
vincial special areas board, 
through which organization, the 
government has made ite applica- 
tion. 

The proposed projects are at 
present before Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
Dominion minister of agriculture, 
for his consideration and approval 
and the province is awaiting his 
decision, in order that work may 
be started and progressed as rapidly 
as possible 

In view of the lateness of the sea- 
son, declared Mr. Longman, the 
provincial officials are anxious that 
there be no delay and are urging 
that construction be gotten under 
way immediately. 

The works will be undertaken 
wholly within the drought area and 
would be of great assistance to 
residents within this area, in pro- 
viding work and in income from 
which they could secure the neces- 
sities to carry them through the 
winter months.

EVERYBODY WILL BENEFIT 

It is not much of a compliment to human na- 
ture that minimum wages have to be set by law 
and payment for services rendered made com- 
pulsory on a scale sufficient to a minimum stand- 
ard of living for the Wage-earner. A decent 
regard for the welfare of other people, and even 
an intelligent regard for one's own business, 
ought to make such law and compulsion un- 
necessary. Experience, however, has shown 
that where the labor supply is plentiful, and still 
more where there is a great surplus of it, wages 
tend to hover around the level of bare subsist- 
ence. For while the majority of employers 
would gladly treat employees with consideration 
and fairness, a minority of wage-cutting employ- 
ers can and do set the scale on the principle of 
paying no more than they have to. These are the 
real authors of minimum wage laws and com- 
pulsory enforcement measures. 

A base Wage rate for men in Alberta has long 
been due, and is to be established. It will be 
something new to the business community, and 
the reactions and side-results may not all be 
foreseen, One thing is certain, from the history 
of similar regulative measures elsewhere. The 
law will not of itself accomplish the end in view. 
It will have to be enforced where compliance is 
not voluntary, and that there wil] be attempts to 
evade it may be assumed. 

It will be to the interest of employers who 
willingly obey the law to see that there is en- 
forcement where such evasions are attempted. |

NEW BULWARKS AGAINST WAR 
By IRENE ARMSTRONG 
New England Regional Director, League of 
Nations Association 

Sir James Barrie, speaking to students of St. 
Andrew's University, at what he termed his first 
and last public appearance, said: “Youth have 
for too long left exclusively in our hands the 
decisions in national matters that are more vital 
to them than to us... . The time has arrived for 
youth to demand a partnership and to demand 
it courageously.” That was fifteen years ago. 
Today, in a measure at least, youth recognizes 
its responsibility in national matters and ex- 
hibits courage in endeavoring to translate that 


responsibility into action. This is evidenced in 
ways unlike those of their elders; yet those ways 
are not without effect. 

In many parts of the world the month of Sep- 
tember will see the return of youth to their 
respective places from holidays, summer schools 
and conferences in Europe and the United States. 
A purpose, other than mere vacationing, forms 
the background of these jauntings. Whether at 
the International Chalet, near the League's new 
buildings; in Washington, attending the Scout 
Jamboree; on a three-weeks tour through Russia 
with the Soviet Youth organization as hosts; 
with young men and women from France and 
Holland at a Colonie de Vacances, amid the 
magnificent scenery at the foot of Mont Blanc; 
in Camp Bierville, on the banks of the Juisne; 
participating in the Rally at the Stade Buffalo, 
Paris; on hikers’ trails or in youth hostels, young 
men and women, feeling a responsibility for the 
peace of the world, earnestly discuss and con- 
sider what part they can play to prevent war. 


Those of an older generation have perceived 
the changes that are taking place in the attitatde 
of youth. The perception has been both chas- 
tening and inspiring. The reaction of many 
young people to the waves of isolation and na- 
tionalism, surging high even in unexpected 
quarters, has been intelligent. Their natural 
bursts of emotional agitation against war were 
quickly followed by getting down to both in- 
dividual and mass consideration of ways to pre- 
vent war. 

It is just a year ago that seven hundred dele- 
gates from thirty-six countries attending the 
World Youth Congress in Geneva gave evidence 
of a practical sense of this emotional challenge 
by their achievement of unity in that Congress 
—not an easy thing, when the wide representa- 
tion of the delegates is considered. The program 


of that convention had three themes: Youth and 
the International Political Order; Youth and the 
Social and Economic Order, and the Moral, Re- 


ligious, Philosophical and Other Bases of Peace. 
In some of the countries represented, peace mov- 
ments were regarded with suspicion—in some 
even were illegal. The significance of the Con- 
gress was shown in its attainment of unity--an 
accomplishment seldom ue of older and 
more seasoned participants.

Moving pictures are more than entertainment. 
Financially they are among the biggest of big 
industries. Socially they are @ means of popular 
education. It would be an exaggeration to des- 
cribe them as the people's university. They 
have largely supplanted the theatre. They color 
the nation’s thinking and appeal to a vaster 
audience than ever did the stage theatre. 

A recent unofficial test among a number of 
Edmonton high school girls showed that none 
knew, the name of the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain; the names of the British ministers or the 
lesser lights in the Alberta cabinet. But all of 
them were versed in the lives and loves of Hully- 
wood actors and actorines. 

In order to improve British movies and en- 
large the moving picture industry a Bill is te be 
introduced at Westminster which will supplant 
the quota law, which expires this year. Under 
it, the percentage of British pictures which must 
be shown in British movie houses, will ‘by 
gradual increases over the next ten years rise to 
30 per cent for long films and 20 per cent for 
“shorts.” It will no longer be compulsory that 
scenarios of British films be written by British 
subjects. 

In order to qualify under the quota, British 
filmis must cost not less than $5 per foot to pro- 
duce, and have paid to workers in the industry 
not Jess than $37,000 per film. In the rare event 
of a Britisher producing a film of outstanding 
merit which has cost less than the statutory 


minimum, he may apply for special considera- 
tion by submitting his film to certain prescribed 
tests 

No ardent subject will claim that Britain has 
attained the degree of excellence in film produc- 
tion that marks Hollywood, even though some 
British films‘are fully the equal of the best that 
Hollywood has produced. The industry had a 
later start in Britain, but is slowly closing the 
gap. The quota law, though in defiance of 
British tradition, is a help in nursing the British 
film industry to a point where it can give battle 
on equal terms. 


It is interesting to note the differences in taste 
between British and American film audiences. 
Excluding the strange case of little Miss Shirley 
Temple who seems to be a leading favorite on 
both sides of the Atlantic—although she has not 
yet had her first divorce, and Gary Cooper, who 
leads all male stars in popularity in England, 
there are marked differences between British 
and American film-fans, both in their likes and 
their dislikes. 

One of the picture-house magnates of Eng- 
land, Sidney L. Bernstein, conducts from time to 
time a questionnaire to assess the taste of his 
patrons. Five years ago, George Arliss topped 
the list of British favorites. This year he recedes 
to 8th place.
